tuau. Tliii following is extracted from 
the very interest ing article of Mr. Kamp: 


Tbe condition of the American labor- 


er, as it appears to him, is one of pov- 
erty. He measures his remuneration, 
tils al.iluy to purchase the necessities uf 
life, by thu middle class or tbe rieb. 
Be does nut understand why bis labor 
is ill paid, tbe mechanic better, and his 
employer la placed beyond tbe reach of 
want or necessity (By "laborer" 1 
uieuti tbe great mass of unskilled labor, 
tbe largest portion of oar population.) 
He sees men created to all appearance 
equal They live, act, suffer and enjoy 
tho same, but their worldly conditions 
are different. One enjoys wealth, accu- 
mulated or inherited, while the other 
spends his days iu the grinding mill of 
poverty. Ho knows that brains and 
ability arc better paid, meet with more 
success, but why he is one of the com- 
mon mass is a reason bo often cannot 
f.ithom. His education may have been 
limited and his advantages few. Prob- 
ably he was tho son of poor parents and 
was required to toil as soon as age or 
physical ability vronld permit. Life to 
him has always been a struggle for ex- 
istence, for bread and butter, often 
without the butter. Ho has his jovh. 
sorrows aud periods of happiness the 
same as every well balanced individual, 
be dots uoi Lecnino morose or sulleu oil 
accocut of fancied \\rougs, but iu liu 
eyr-5 p >\orty is man's greatest curao. It 
henii hi a m ou every °ide, preventing 
his children from receiving as complete 
an education as ho may desire and him- 
self from enjoying many things that 
others do. and it hnrus more deeply iu 
Ins heart tho distinction between the 
neb and the poor. 


It i* the environment that surrounds 


him against which ho rebels, sometimes 
openly, sometimes in spirit' and some- 
times unconsciously, but it is rebellion 
against ins lot, be i; in riot or secret 
regret 
Wealth is distasteful to him 


when others hold it, Irat he would uot 
htoitatu to neqniro tho same himself if 
possible. It is a thing to be desired, yet 
bo fears its power. He may profess that 
this is not true, that wealth is uot re- 
garded unfriendly, yet any demand up- 
on bib resources by the same, no matter 
how necessary or ]ist, is viewed with 
alarm and apprehension. And this fear 
is not wholly without foundation, for 
capital looks upon labor as a coaiinod- 
icy, lalor upon capital as a taskmastir 
that is exacting m its requirements 
But we kux>\\ thut men of wealth do iu- 
terect theni.vclvcs in the cause of labor, 
itnd to some effect; that much that the 
poor enjoy today can be traced directly 
w capital and its influences, hut from a 
uufitu !•< point of \ Jew it regards labor 
as au article to be bought and sold.

Yet 
that amount of capital invested in a 
profitablu business, yielding 0 per cent 
interust. will furnish an income three 
times that of the laborer, and at (ho end 
tho principal will remain unimpaired. 


'liio laborer knows thia is true, that 


capital exacts a toll from labor, that as 
years roll on and his ability or capacity 
i« diKTeasinp, tho p'wor that his exer- 
tions have created and enlarged requires 
tribute from him. It cannot be expect- 
,4 th.it he will always judge rightly, 
that ho will understand that it required 
capital to ceutr.JUe industries sufficient 
to furnish liim an occupation, and that 
the bram which guides and directs the 
manipulations of capital must bo great- 
er iu resource and power than that 
which exwuto.i it« demands.

The trials and hardships of his life 
rre to stimulate bis fear and ofteu 


hatred of the rich. He does uot consid- 
er his toil M> much a matter of buciutas 
as a matter of ue-su-snity. The heart of a 
true man will ol Wiu swell with bitter- 
ness and anger at Ibe rich because of 
the manner iu whicn his toil is regard- 
ed, simply a busim •>> transiction, while 
to him it is a means of existence, a part 
of his life, sentiments and espoctations. 
It is useless to say capital treats all her 
employees alike or with the same con- 
sideration, for as a man adv aces in 
ability or value to his employer he is 
treated with greater leniency. Boles 
that a poor laborer would instantly re- 
ceive his discharge for breaking may be 
tnuisgrttfesed by the valuable tuau with 
impunity. The more valuable a man 
the more difficult he is to replace, the 
more attention will be paid to his wish- 
eft, uot because he is more worthy as a 
man or a better companion, but because 
he is worth more dollars and cents. 
There are more devoted employees to- 
day than devoted employers, more men 
who amid our strikes and various labor 
difficulties would fight for the power 
that supports them than employers who 
would fight for the powers that created 
capital, numbers compared. The em- 
ployer can ingratiate himself into the 
hearts of his men by kindness and sym- 
pathy, by assistance in times of need, 
and be considered a friend and benefac- 
tor, but the laborer can only gain the 
favor of his employer by sen-ice, supe- 
rior ability or workmanship—by his ac 
tnal value. "With one it is cold, calcu- 
lating business, with the other bread, 
consideration aud kindness. 


The laborer is more dependent upon 


sympathy, upon support. His services 
must be bold and purchased, and he of- 
fers for sale the best service a taau can 
render, his toil He rarely traces results 
to their true cant*. When pay or hours 
are reduced, he does not turn his re- 
proach against his own employer, ex- 
cept possibly when the blow is first 
struck. He blames the governniPJit, tho 
millionaires. Wall street, trusts, and 
shows an involuntary disposition to ex- 
cuse his individual employer and con- 
demn eomo other power. So it is the 
country over. His daily dependence up- 
on his employer has taught him to re- 
gard employers with a more kindly 
spirit Does capital always regard labor 
thus? By association the workman's la- 
bor becomes part of him. Be bis tools 
the pick or hammer, they grow into his 
nature tho same as money grows into 
tho natnro of tho wealthy—a means of 
livelihood. He regards his labor with 
the same feelings the employer does his 
enure establishment, aud ho cannot 
conceive why <ho tilings that aro so 
closely interwoven- in his very exist- 
ence, the things that are associated 
with his family acd all he holds dear, 
should be treated like gram or cattle 
and sold in the market, subject to the 
laws of supply and demand.

Pnub the Bill. 


Is it not time that the labor leaders 


looked up tho fate of the bill introduced 
into congress so long ago and which 
was aimed at the suppression of govern- 
ment 
by injunction? Certainly thu 


magnates aro not doing anything to 
bring up tho measure, and if tho work- 
iatjiaca do net-care to do a thing in its 
behalf it will never be ronced from its 
present R^p Van Winkle slumbers. 
Tbrro was a tremendous to do at the 
timo of the coal miners' strike over the 
writs issued by the federal judiciary, 
but those writs would never have been 
issued if the bill to which we refer had 
boen attended to. There is something 
very strange in the absolute impossibili- 
ty of getting the labor leaders to pay any 
attention to this proposed law. 
Many 


and many a good opportunity to push 
it has presented itself, but has not been 
taken advantage of. Now that the coun- 
try has been fully awakened to the per- 
ils of government by injunction, it be- 
hooves the laboring clement to look tho 
subject up 
If they go before congress 


this winter determined to have the law 
enacted, their course will be generally 
supported. 


A Union Enjoined. 


Justice Beach in the supreme, court of 


New York city has haudwl down a de- 
cision enjoining ibe United Portable 
Hoisting Engineers' union and its walk- 
ing delegate. Peter Gibbons from inter- 
fering with Boujaauin P. Davis, a lion 
union man, and also ordering tho union 
to pay Davis §500 damages for having 
kept'him from working from .luue, 
JS'JS, to August, 1B90. Duvis, when tho 
•ait was tried, proved that, Gibbons had 
railed on various firms where he ob- 
tained employment and procured his 
discharge by threatening a strike on the 
buildings they were orectiug unless 
they ditichargod Davis. 


Baron von Schaeffer. the new govern- 


or general of Crete nominated by the 
great powers, whose appointment has 
been sanctioned by the sultan, is a na- 
tive of Luxemburg, was trained as a 
lawyer and has served first of all in the 
Turkish and then in the Egyptian ar- 
my, being attached to the headquarters 
staff of Lord Wolseley during the lat- 
ter's last Nile campaign, with the rank 
of colonel For several years he was at 
the head of the department of public 
safety and of the suppression of the slave 
trade in Egypt, There be distinguished 
himself by bis independence of charac- 
ter and his courage iu arresting some of 
tho leading men of the country for pur- 
chasing slaves from traders. He has in- 
herited a large fortune from bis mother 
and is married to an Armenian princess 
of the illustrious and formerly sover- 
eign bouse of Dadian, through whom 
he is related to several of the principal 
bouses of the aristocracy at St, Peters- 
burg, as well as to some of the most in- 
fluential personages in tho entourage of 
the sultan. Few Europeans possess a 
more profound knowledge of oriental 
manner, life and language than this 
gallant officer, who for three years has 
been living upon his estate in Luxem- 
burg. 


One of the results of the establish- 


ment of tho new terminus of the Or- 
leans railroad on tho site now occupied 
by the ruins of the palace of the Conr 
des Comptes, which was destroyed by 
the commune incendiaries in 1871, will 
be the dispersal of all those old book- 
stalls along the adjoining quays which 
for nearly 200 years past have consti- 
tuted one of the most picturesque and 
characteristic features of Parisian life. 
Nearly every savant of the present cen- 
tury has found delighuol recreation 
among these treasured volumes, fore- 
most among them having been Mr. 
Gladstone, Dom Pedro of Brazil, Nas- 
sau Senior, Thackeray, Bulwer Lytton 
and in tho last century Benjamin Frank- 
lin, Rousseau and Voltaire. The disap- 
pearance of tho bookstalls will be wide 
ly regretted. 


M. Osiris, tho well known French 


philanthropist, has shown his interest 
in the Parisian exhibition of 1000 in a 
tangible way. He has just deposited at 
tho Bank of Prance a sum of $20,000, 
which he has placed at the disposal of 
the Parisian press syndicate to reward 
the exhibitor of the most meritorious 
work in the exhibition from an artistic, 
industrial or humanitarian point of 
view. M. Osiris' prize will be worth 
competing for, and two purposes are 
served by his giving it: He provides 
what will no doubt be an interesting 
feature of tbo exhibition, and at the 
same time promotes objects in which he 
himself i« greatly interested.

trlcU over its entire sjetenx Obi 
Istsbave been employed for some 
time making s careful analysis of 
water from tbe tank at eaeb water 
Ing station on the lines of tbe road, 
and yesterday a bulletin, Issued by 
general superintendent J. 0. More- 
icad and superintendent ot motive 
power A. B. Mitchell, was posted at 
he local station and all other water 
ng stations along tbe Lima division 
Tbe bulletin contains a complete 
tabulated report Ot the result of the 
chemical tests end also complete in- 
truetlons to employee as to tbe 
amount of soda asb to be used la 
either 3,000 or 1,000 gallon tanks, 
according to the station where water 
s taken. 


LIMA WATBB VKBT BAD. 


The bulletin announces tbat tbe 


water forming tbe greatest amount 
ot scale Is found on tbe Lima and 
Cincinnati divisions, and the report 
of the chemical tests shows tbat tbe 
Jima water is almost the worst on 
fee Lima division so far as its con- 
dltlons for forming incrustation in 
ocomotive or other steam boilers. Tbe 
chemical test of the Lima water re 
suited as follows: Total solids, 65.- 
985; 
total 
mineral solids, 42.267; 


tme carbonate, 3.710; magnesia car- 
bonate, 
; lime lulpaate 14.69; 


chlorine, 15 54; permanent hardness, 
10 6; total hardness, 18.3. 


Soda ash used in boilers will re- 


main either as sodium carbonate or 
sodium sulphate until the boiler is 
washed or blown out. It does not 
form scale and cannot be removed 
from the water by any chemical or 
filtering process and if allowed to ac 
cumulate ia tbe boiler will cause 


foaming." It will be necessary to 
se the blow off cooks In connection 
nth the use of soda asb, and all 
blow off cocks must be opened at the 
end of each trip acd all deposits 
blown out.

Soda asb will 
not corrode Iron or steel, but it will 
attack brass, and there may be some 
slight trouble cccur from injectors, 
water classes, gauge cocks and other 
valvee leaking.
